CLAUSE  34  --  The  Treatment  of  Prisoners  of  War  Oft  the 
Japanese  Mainland 

Those  prisoners  of  war  to  be  sent  back-  ^'rom  Manchuria 
to  Janan  proper  were  mustered  in  DAIREN  for  the  time  being 
and  transported  by  water  to  UJINA,  the  military  anchorage 
.  headquarters.  Near  UJINA  they  were  landed  for  disinfeotlon 
on  the  Island  of  NIJIMA  situated  in  the  oloturesque  Inland 
Sea.  The  wounded  and  Invalid  ererC  transported  by’ Japan 
Rad  Cross  ships  or  by  array  hosoitai  shlos  with  Rod  Cross 
relief  members  on  board. 

The  healthy  prisoners  of  war  wore  sent  by  water 
from  NIJIMA  or  by  rail  from  UJINA  to  MATSUYAMA,  HAMADBRA, 

HIMBJI,  PUSHIMI,  OSAFA,  SENDAI  and  NARASHINO,  and  interned 
in  detention  camps,  army  barracks,  of  f  i  olal .  res  idenoes  , 

Buddhist  temples  -r  in  private  villas. 
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The  places  for  the  war  prisoners'  detention  were  all 
soleoted,  the  chief  considerations  being  the  hoa Ithf ulne ss 
and  ease  of  supervision.  Some  of  the  wounded  and  invalids 
wore  interned  in  hospitals  specially  sot  up  for  prisoner 
patients  and  some  wore  rocoivod  in  the  reserve  hospitals 
in  the  remaining  divisions  as  mentioned  later.  Their 
medical  treatment,  in  most  cases,  was  entrusted  to  the 
Jaoan  Rod  Cross  relief  members.  At  the  time  o^  the 
Russo-Jaoaneso  war.  there  wore  no  definite  regulations 
for  treating  war  erison-rs  oantured  Jn  Naval  >'attles. 

Japan  did  not  like  to  discriminate  with  them  whether 
they  participated  in  sea  or  land  warfare,  consequently, 

■  by  the  ordinance  of  the  Now  Ministry,  a  system  of 

entrusting  naval  prisoners  of  war  to  the  army  was  enforced. 
Notification  No.  33  o^  tho  Navy  Ministry  issued  on  Feb.  17, 
tho  3  7th  year  o^  Kelji.  (1904  ) 

Several  Russian  officers  who  were  accustomed  to  an 
everyday  life  of  luxury,  discontented  with  Jananese 
treatment,  gave  vent  to  their  dissatisfaction  in  a  Russian 
newspaper,  but  according  to  the  testimony  of  Councillor 
AKIYAMA,  prisoners  o'*  war  in  general  expressed  thoir 
satisfaction  with  their  food  and  clothing.  The  article 
given  under  P.  83  of  the  International  Law  Journal,

yoar  of  Moijl  (1S04),  In  August  of  the  sam’  year,  diraot 
communication  was  oe-amancod  kntwoon  tho  Jannnoso  and 
Russian  Intolligonoe  Buronus;  tho  Russian  Prison-'rs' 

Int)llig''noo  Bureau  was  to  inform  the  Jananoso  Logntion 
in  Berlin  of  a  Jap.nnes.e  Drisono*'o'  rostor,  whil^  the 
Jnpanoeo  Prisoners'  Intelligence  Furoau  **a8  to  sond  a 
.  Russian  Prisoners*  rostor  to  the  Russian  Legation  in 
Poking.  Our  Intolligonoo  Puraau  gnvo  information  of 
rosters  vary  punctually  thrice  (on  tho  5th,  16th  and  26) 
of  every  month  until  th-  end  of  the  war.
